Some fifty ladies, members of the 
Phidian Art Club with a sparse sprin­ 
kling of visitor-, met at the home of 
Mrs. Dorothy X. Law Tuesday a fte r­ 
noon and comma norated the tjnth a n­ 
niversary of the organization of their 
c ub. 
As a. man who has reached m a ­ 
ture y ears looks back and recalls the 
springtime of life, so the women, re p ­ 
resenting an organization which has 
grown to » » perfection in development, 
paused for a moment and in fancy rest­ 
ed upon the soft moss of the fragrant 
woods and looked up thru the green fo­ 
liage into the boundless blue while 
their y ears of study passed 
before 
them, and thought how it used to be in 
th a t childhood. 
It must be so beauti­ 
ful, thinking of the beginning, when it 
w is such a good beginning and led on 
thru the y ears of study of the arts 
which minister to the pleasure, refine­ 
ment and education of mankind. 
This was history day with the club. 
The regular program, which preceded 
the special ex ercises, was in itself pre­ 
ceded by a short business session. 
The first historical topic was a sketch 
of the public life of Catherine II., Em ­ 
press of Russia, written by Miss Julia 
S. Orvis, a former member of the club, 
uow lecturer on history at Weleley 
college, and was read by Mrs. 
Emma 
Trusdell. 
It depicted very clearly 
the struggles of the 
Empress for the 
education of women and the freedom of 
the slavs. 
But she was in advance of 
her times, and altho her influence was 
strongly felt the end was far from ac­ 
complished. 
The government of the 
country was carried on witb great en­ 
ergy : and her reign was rem arkable 
for the rapid increase of the ex tent and 
p )wer of Russia. 
Altho utterly devoid 
of principle, she was a woman of gre at 
ability . 
Mrs. Will S. Morris followed this 
paper with a piano solo. 
Music has 
been a study with her and her play ing 
demonstrated the fact th a t the club is 
not without talent to uphold the art of 
music on its programs. 
The story of the struggles of Max i- 
millian to establish himself Emperor of 
Mex ico when offered the crown by Na 
poleon III. was told very graphically 
by Mrs. S ara h A. B rubaker. 
It is a 
pat hetic tale of an unfortUDutelife fired 
by the inspiration or a supposed popular 
favor. 
Flis aruoy did something for 
Mex ico which nothing eise had ac­ 
complished—it aroused a spirit of pa­ 
triotism among the people to resist a 
foreign invasion. 
France's invasion 
cost her $200,000,000; Max imillian his 
life; Empress Carlotta ber reason. 
The charm s of music again lent it­ 
self to the meeting when Mrs. Low E, 
Edwards seated herself at the piano 
and sang- with such grace a song of the 
May Queen. 
In response to an encore 
the clear notes of a sweet love song 
pervaded the parlors and placed every ­ 
one in a mood to appreciate the closing 
numbers of the program. 
At the request of Mrs. E.G. Larsons, 
president of the club, Mrs. Law “ re m ­ 
inisced. ’’ 
She said the song they had 
just heard, “ I Love You,” was a pro­ 
per preface to her remarks, for of all 
clubs and societies she held dearest 
her interest in the Phidians. 
Going 
j back to the beginning—to the time of 
j which a groat many of the newer mem- 
j here do not know—she spoke of a day 
in May and a little meeting of five 
ladies at her home where she first 
broached the idea of reading together. 
They are all living today and three of 
them, the Misses Godfrey and herself, 
have alway s been active members of 
the club which was an outgrowth of 
th a t little meeting. 
Of the other two, 
Mrs. Fellows has moved east and Mrs. 
J. V. Thomas, on account of ill health, 
could not take an active part. In pros­ 
pect of the coming ex position of ’9 2 and 
’9 3. Mrs. Law asked the ladies to join 
with her in study as a preparation for a 
better appreciation of the ex hibits. 
Someone suggested th at they ought to 
have a president and at the nex t m eet­ 
ing, 
held at Miss Godfrey ’s’, others 
were present and a more complete or­ 
ganization perfected. 
T heir first book 
was that of James Freeman Clark on 
the 
“ Ten 
Great 
Religions;’’ 
and 
i in reading about Phidias, the famous 
! Greek sculptor, a name for the club 
was suggested. 
A high ideal is com­ 
mendatory . so they adopted 
Phidian 
Art Club as their title. 
T h e third meeting was with Mrs. 
Thomas and others wanted to join. 
At the nex t meeting with Mrs. 
Fel­ 
lows the interest had grown enormous­ 
ly and there was so large an attend­ 
ance that it was thought best to make 
a general call, so cards were sent out 
stating the purpose of forming a soci­ 
ety for the study of art with the initi­ 
atory 
meeting 
at the Dix on Club 
rooms. 
W ith Mrs. Kittie Shaw Be­ 
thea as presiding officer here was for­ 
merly introduced the society now e x ­ 
isting and its officers were elected, 
During one y ear they united with the 
Columbian Club: but thi.- was a mis­ 
take,for the bulk of the work was done 
by the Phidians and would have been 
better conducted in their own organiz­ 
ation. 
After the fair their society was nearly 


disorganized, but a bright idea struck 
Mrs. Law and she called a meeting at 
her home for 
reorganization 
Thev 
were organized for their own improve 
ment. for Mrs. Law say s .-he believes 
that in the intellectual life the more 
we have the more we can give and the 
more we can assist in temporal affairs 
and in school affairs: but we cannot 
have it without study . In various way s 
the object of the club has been carried 
out,both by study and through lectures. 
.Their first lecturer was Ellen Gates 
Star, 
who appeared ¿it Mrs. 
Law 
home. 
Her lecture was upon Italian 
art and from th at time they began the 
study of ItaLan art,followed by modern 
art interspersed with music and his­ 
tory . 
O ther lecturers were engaged. 
Mrs. Atkins and Mrs. Ford have given 
courses. 
Rev. G ranger lectured upon 
the cathedrals of Europe. 
They have 
done something for the public schools, 
although they do not ex pect to do 
much outside of their own work. 
Miss Grace Godfrey in a retrospect­ 
ive mood pictured a woman sitting be 
fore an easel upjn whieb 
was a fair 
white canvas. 
A dream of the future 
takes possession of the artist. 
Many of 
the world’s art treasure# seem to be 
passing before her. 
If only she could 
do something to bring those treasures 
nearer to her friends. 
She sees little 
bodies of women study ing, and looking 
forward into the future sees a larger 
body learning to love the beauties of 
art and nature. 
Today we see ber 
dream realized. 
But it did not all 
come about thru dreaming. 
It was 
done first by the quiet, unobtrusive y et 
efficient work of their loader, who put 
her hand to the task and went forward 
unhesitatingly . 
The mother of the 
Phidian is a wise woman who has giv­ 
en to her child the benefitof her knowl­ 
edge, her enthusiasm, her remarkable 
ex ecutive ability . 
Such was the substance of Miss God­ 
frey 'b beautiful tribute to their foster 
mother, altho feebly reported. 
As it 
seemed inappropriate to give three 
cheers and a tig r for Mrs. Law the 
Chautauquan salute was proposed and 
half a hundred handkerchiefs fluttered 
ir the air. 
Mrs. O. B. Dodge, in response to a 
call fc.r reminiscences, said she would 
like to speak of some one not h ere— 
Miss Carrie Eel Is. 
She often thinks of 
th a t y oar when Mies Eel Is gave them 
such beautiful lectures on 
the art 
schools of Paris. 
Art received a great 
awakening in the club at th a t 
time 
and she alway s thinks of th at as one of 
the most profitahle y ears they have 
ever passed. 
Mrs. 
Braden, 
a 
visiting 
friend 
brought up the subject of the fedora 
tion and spoke of the desire of Oregon 
clubs to join. 
Mrs. Stocking of Ro 
ebelle said th a t the Mecedonian cry 
had come to them and the Victoria club 
is to be federated. 
She asked if some 
plan could not be arranged to interest 
other clubs in joining. 
This, Mrs. .las. 
H. Thompson said, was the distinctive 
duty of the vice-president and th at she 
had received a letter from Mrs. Knowl 
ton say ing that the Oregon club had 
asked to join the federation. 
in connection with the business ses­ 
sion thanks were 
ex tended by the 
Phidian A rt Club to all the commit­ 
tees, to Prof. Stoddard, to the press 
and all who assisted in making the re 
recent federation meeting a success. 
At the conclusion of the program the 
guests were ushered into the dining 
room where they surrounded a table 
richly decorated with a color scheme of 
pink and green. 
Carnations, the club 
flower, filled the room with their spicy 
odor.Lacelike ferns vied with the silver 
in beautify ing the spread, while from 
a glitering candelabrum brightly burn 
ed ten candles signify ing the ten y ears 
of ciub life still b right in the memory 
of the members.

Graduating Essay - Given Up. 


Graduating pupils of the Lake View 
High School have decided to do away 
with commencement ex ercises. 
There 
will be uo essay s, no orations, no ad­ 
dresses. and little formality when the 
members of the class got their diplo­ 
mas. 
T he school is the first to adout 
the suggestion of the Superintendent 
of High Schools, A. 
F. Nightengale, 
and abolish the formality of g ra dua ­ 
tion. which is held to be » burden up­ 
on many pupils. 
The question was left 
to the class, and was decided unani­ 
mously against graduation ex ercises. 
Principal Jam es H. Norton, at the sug­ 
gestion of Dr. Nightengale, referred it 
to the pupils and they changed the old 
order to one which w ill include a recep­ 
tion to their parents on graduation dav. 
“ The Lake View Hign School pupils 
are in the rig h t direction,” 
s a i d Dr. 
Nightengale. 
“ A 
formality which 
works a hardship on one pupil in the 
cla.-s is not right 
“ We have alway s held th at a g ra du­ 
ation diploma is just as valuable with­ 
out the essay or oration, and without 
the ex pense to parents caused by what 
is called “ commencement ex ercises.’’ 
Many parents of bright pupils cannot 
afford this ex pense, and the last half 
y ear at school is practically valueless. 
Little is done ex cept to prepare for the 
ex hibition at commencement, and plan 
the costumes to be worn. 
The above is not only a movement in 
the right direction, but the most sensi- 
ble movement in educational m atters 
we have noticed for a number of y ears. 
The points are well made th a t “ com­ 
mencement’’

burden to parents and render praou 
rally worthless, so far as

B it there are other considerations th at 
>hould have weight in Influencing the 
abandonment of a custom which has no 
practical advantages and 
many ob­ 
jectionable features. 
Some of 
these 
objectionable features, It is true, have 
been in many schools, of late y ears, 
eliminated. 
We allude to the display 
before the andience of high piles of 
presents—individual gifts of flowers, 
books, etc., to each pupil from 
his or 
her admiring friends; a practice which 
led to many a subterfuge to avoid 
un­ 
favorable comparison on the one hand 
and bitter humiliation on the other. 
Commencement ex ercises, as a whole, 
while pleasing no doubt to the r e la ­ 
tives and immediate friends of the pu­ 
pils, have no educative value w hatev­ 
er, either to the pupil or to the assem­ 
blage. 
The 
essay s and addresses, 
while often quite re m a rk ab le as the 
production of minds as y et im m ature 
and inex perienced, usually have an un­ 
ripe flavor, and the* pupils themselves 
in after life look back upon their m aid­ 
en eff orts with a smile. 
T h a t the pub­ 
lic at large are beginning to regard 
the ex ercises in t his light is evidenced 
by the gradually decreasing audiences 
at the high school graduations of the 
past few y ears. 
If this were ail, it would not be so 
bad. 
But commencement 
ex ercises 
are falsely educative. 
They teach, by 
inference, th at the acme of all the 
school life and work of the pupil is the 
spectacular and not the practical. We 
know th at the theory of the school 
room points the other way ; but fact 
speaks louder than theory , and unless 
thoory be supplemented by practice it 
is of little value. 
From the time the 
tera th e high school the spec 
tacular display at the close of his Hour 
y ears course is more or less present in 
his mind and colors his school iife. As 
the time approaches, this is more and 
more conspicuous until th e class is 
brought before the assembled crowd of 
spectators and auditors elegantly 
a r ­ 
ray ed and covered with soif-conscious- 
nei-H. 
Then, the judgments formed as to 
the relative ability of the pupils in the 
class from a 
practically 
educative 
standpoint, are erroneous. 
T h e essay s 
and orations touch very f< w lines of 
real educative value outside of English 
composition and rhetoric, and a really 
meritorious ehiay is sometimes part ial­ 
ly spoiled thru .th e em barassm ent of 
the raider, caused by a natural s h r ink ­ 
ing from publicity , in itself a 
not un­ 
worthy characteristic; while a h a nd­ 
some face and easy grace 
with self 
assurance will give to a production of 
inferior quality more favorable con 
sideration. 
W hen the commencement ex orcises 
are over wnat of value re m a ins' 
The 
pupils are released from the strain 
they have been 
under for weeks or 
months and are glad to rest for a sea­ 
son: but 
they have 
nothing 
of 
educational value which they could not 
have had in g re a te r measure, had 
their diplomas been conferred in a 
nimple, unosteutations way , in a few 
personally 
commendatory words on 
some afternoon at the close of school, 
surrounded only by thoae with whom 
they have labored for a more perfect 
equipment in those things which should 
fit them for the practical affairs of life. 
Yes, let the graduating ex ercises go.
